CONVENTION OF CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSIONS. 


. » 

Eighth Meeting of the National Assembly of Civil Service Commissions of 

the United States. 


When the National Assembly of 
Civil Service Commissions gathered 
at Los Angeles, California, on June 
16, 1915, it Avelcomed to its midst for 
the first time in its history a repre- 
sentative from the Dominion of Can- 
ada. This representative was iNlr. 
William Foran, Secretary of the 
Civil Service Commission, who thus 
inaugurated a new era of Civil Ser- 
vice reciprocity and co-operation be- 
tween the Dominion and its neighbor 
to the South. That the new departure 
met with the approval of the Assem- 
bly is shown, not only by the fact that 
Mr. Foran was chosen as chairman 
of the Committee on Superannuation, 
member of the Committee on Kesolu- 
tions. and member of the Executive 
Committee, hut that next year, by un- 
animous vote, the National Assembly 
will convene in Ottawa, bringing in 
its train the representatives of Civil 
Service Commissions throughout the 
United States, as well as those effi- 
cient advocates and upholders of the 
merit movement, the members of the 
Civil Service Reform League. 

The Assembly this year represent 
ed some three hundred commissioners 
— national, State and IMunieipal — as 
well as kindred organizations whose 
aim is the practical development of 
the merit system. Among the dele- 
gates present at Los Angeles were 
such well known exponents of scien- 
tific Civil Service' reform as Dr. 
Henry iMoskovitz, President of the 
New York City Commission; H. N. 
Saxton, Chief Examiner of the New 


York State Commission; F. E. Doty, 
Secretary of the Los Angeles County 
Commission, and newly elected Presi- 
dent of the National Assembly; Rob- 
ert Catherwood, of Chicago; W. W. 
Grant, Jr., Colorado State Commis- 
sioner; J. E. Burdette, President Illi- 
nois State Commission; H. N. Shep- 
ard, Boston ; George H. Burke, New 
Jer-sey; Chas. G. Morris. President 
Connecticut State Commission; C. L. 
Baxter, Seattle ; and George T. Keyes, 
Secretary of the National Civil Ser- 
vice Reform League. 

The Assembly was formally open- 
ed on June 16 when State Senator 
Stanley H. Benedict ’welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of Governor Hi- 
ram Johnson of California. Response 
was made on behalf of President 
Boyle, of Boston, who was unfor- 
tunately unable to be present, by the 
Honourable Harvey N. Shepard, of 
the ^lassaehusetts State Commission. 
Then followed four days crowded 
with addresses, discus.sioiis and con- 
ferences, in whicli the expert knowl- 
edge of the specialists present was 
freely presented to the delegates. 
Judging from the newspaper reports, 
one of the most interesting addresses 
given was that delivered by IMr. 
Foran on “The Operation of the 
Canadian Civil Service Act.” Among 
the numerous items presented for dis- 
cussion was the Model Civil Service 
Law presented in these columns some 
time ago. A unique experiment 
which aroused great interest in the 
Assembly was tlie presentation to the

delegates for discussion and sugges- 
tions of the rules and regulations of 
the newly created San Diego Com- 
mission. As a result this Commis- 
sion will have for its guidance a set 
of the most up-to-date rules formulat- 
ed under the most recent develop- 
ments of the Civil Service spirit. An- 
other interesting novelty, which tend- 
ed to introduce a certain amount of 
relaxation after the more arduous la- 
])ors of the public meetings was a 
daily luncheon known as ‘ ‘ The Round 
Table,” at which a Civil Service ques- 
tionnaire was held and in which all 
delegates were expected to partici- 
I)ate. The questions submitted in this 
impromptu fashion included such 
weighty topics as co-operation, classi- 
fication, retirement, publicity, and the 
future of the Civil Service twenty 
years hence, but it is needless to say 
that the answers given were not all 
couched in the academic language of 
the public platform. 

It is a matter for congratulation 
to the Canadian Civil Service as well 
as to the citizens of Ottawa that the 
next Assembly is to be held in the 
Capital Ci+y. Despite the claims of 
Minneapolis for the Assembly of I^^IG, 
Mr. Poran was successful in securi.ig 
a unanimous vote in favor of Ottawa. 
The Los Angeles Express, in its re- 
port of the proceedings of the Assem- 
bly, has the following reference to the 
discussion which took place on the 
question of the place for the next con- 
vention. which would indicate that 
some energetic work was necessary in 
order to secure the coveted honour. 
It says: 

“Spirited arguments were precipi- 
tated at the National Civil Service 
Assembly to-day when strong and un- 
expected opposition to the selection 
of Ottawa, Can., as the convention 
city for next year arose. 

‘ ‘ The discussions were started when 
J. C. Mulholland, delegate from i\Iin- 
neapolis, opposed the tentative choice 
of the Next Place of Meeting Com- 


mittee and proposed his city as a sub- 
stitute. 

“The suggestion that patriotism 
would require that the convention be 
held in a city of the United States was 
(luickly voted down. 

“William F 9 ran, of Ottawa, made 
an eloquent plea in behalf of his city. 
He argued that as this was the first 
time a Canadian has ever been able to 
address one of the assemblies, and 
that as mutual benefits would arise 
from an interchange of ideas between 
the two great nations of the American 
continent, reciprocal action by hold- 
ing the convention there next year 
would tend to cement the strong move- 
ment in both countries for efficiency 
of service in all government work. ’ ’ 

In addition to the representatives 
who were present this year at Los 
Angeles, Canada will welcome another 
noted expert in the person of Mr. 
John T. Doyle, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Civil Service Commission of 
the United States, who is one of the 
fathers of the reform movement on 
this continent. It is not improbable 
that Chas. W. Eliot, formerly Presi- 
dent of Harvard University; Chas. 
W. Dana, President of the National 
Civil Service Reform League, and 
other prominent and distinguished 
public men from the neighboring re- 
publics will be present at the conven- 
tion in this city. While the prepara- 
tions for the Assembly will involve 
considerable labor and foresight, it is 
expected that the Civil Service Asso- 
ciation, as well as citizens of the Capi- 
tal interested in the extension of the 
merit system, will co-operate to such 
an extent that the 1916 convention 
will not only leave pleasant memo- 
ries in the minds of the visiting re- 
presentatives, but will be of perman- 
ent value to the Civil Service of 
Canada.

UNMERITED CRITICISM. 


It really seems as if fewer and fewer 
writers to the average newspaper stop 
to ask themselves, “Is this all of the 
story; or is there another and better 
side to it?” 

With constructive criticism, or the 
expression of an opinion on the part 
of one who gives due credit for the 
ready performance of duties, official 
or self-imposed, we certainly have no 
quarrel, but towards the man who can 
only deride or belittle, our attitude is 
“on guard.” Plence it is that when 
M'e see “civil servants not volunteer- 
ing” or hear someone say “civil ser- 
vants did not do much for the fund,” 
Ave are forced to either of two con- 
clusions: the writer, under the influ- 
ence of the hot weather, or a cold bot- 
tle, concludes that he must take a fling 
at someone and so the poor civil ser- 
vant has lack of patriotism added to 
the many other lapses of which he has 
been accused in the past ; or, having 
only a very narrow outlook, lie says: 
“Well, I know that such a Depart- 
ment has not given mucli, either in 
men or money, ” and jumps to the con- 
clusion that the slackness is general. 

The Civilian in its Roll of Honour, 
Correspondence and other columns 
gives ample evidence of the unfair- 
ness of these vapourings. Just stop 
and consider that over a thousand 
men have enlisted, and remember that 
the work is going forward in the pub- 
lic service just as before, with those 
who have not gone either doubling up 
in duties or instructing new members 
of the stalls in theirs. In some De- 
partments the duties, owing to the 
war, have been multiplied ; yet every- 
thing is being done. 

The contributions that liave been 
and are pouring in from the various 
branches of the Civil Service of Can- 
ada, to the treasurers of various funds 
speak A’olumes for the real generosity 
of the men and women who have made 
some sacrifices in order that they 
might give something. P''or bear in 
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mind that while it may be true that 
he who has a position to-day may be 
considered fortunate, as compared 
wdth so many in the other industries, 
yet the average civil servant has been 
for years grossly underpaid and has 
had but small opportunity to make 
provision for this period of stress that 
has come to the world. 

Comparisons are odious, but if in 
the light of what has been done, any 
part of the public service thinks that 
it has not done enough, bear in mind 
that opportunities present themselves 
daily for more and greater giving, 
notably in the solution of the problem 
of our returned wounded, and also 
that recruiting offices are open every- 
where. 


GIVING ALL TOGETHER. 


A strong sentiment is being formed 
among the members of the Service 
at Ottawa that it is time to consider 
a further contribution to one or other 
of the many patriotic funds. There 
is no. doubt that the great self-sacri- 
ficing Outside Service will also ap- 
prove of another contribution from 
the Service as a whole. As will be 
seen by the report of the Inside as- 
sociation on another page, a commit- 
tee is considering the subject and will 
report to a meeting of the Executive 
on Tuesday, 21st inst. 

It may not be well to anticipate 
this report, but as a certain amount 
of educational discussion is always 
necessary in a case of this kind, it may 
be profitable to remark that one cur- 
rent of opinion runs in favour of the 
proposed contribution being made to 
the Canadian Patriotic Fund. This 
will probably be a wise decision for 
several reasons, one of which being 
the understood fact that Sir Herbert 
Ames has addressed the Government 
in regard to the needs of the Patriotic 
Fund. 

An interesting suggestion will be 
offered to the committee to the effect 


that a specific sum be contributed in- 
stead of the day’s pay as before. This 
sum will be on a sliding scale accord- 
ing to the sub-division of the sub- 
scriber, — such as $6.00 for a man in 
Division lA and so on down to $1.00. 
This idea, while adhering to the per- 
centage basis, will minimize the task 
of the accountants’ offices in making 
the deduction. 

A further interesting suggestion to 
be advanced is that each member of 
the Service have the option of sub- 
scribing the above stated amount once 
only, or for three, six or twelve 
months. In this way each individ- 
ual’s special circumstances may be 
duly considered and everyone may 
give according to his or her resources. 

AVhatever arrangement is finally 
adopted by the Inside association is 
sure to meet with the acceptance of 
the Outside Service. The great body 
serving the King outside of the con- 
fines of the Capital are, to the knowl- 
edge of the editors of this journal, 
staunch and true in the great cause 
of our race. ^Moreover, they are im- 
bued with a broad sporting spirit that 
will cause them to fall in with any fair 
proposition of contribution that will 
make for the great purposes of un- 
animity. The generosity of the Out- 
side services to patriotic funds of all 
kinds is all too little known, but in 
the present issue will be found re- 
ports which will indicate certain re- 
sults of a great spirit of loyalty 
among the Railway Mail and Postal 
clerks of the "West. Elsewhere in 
different parts of the Dominion the 
same virile spirit of giving is mani- 
fested by those who cannot cross the 
ocean but Avho do what they can. It 
may be interesting to state that 
monthly contributions on account of 
the first fund are reaching the secre- 
tary of the Federation from ]\Ir. 
Beausoleil of the Naval Service on be- 
half of the Outside Service of that 
Department, and also from Alan 
Sproatt. collector of customs. Saska- 
toon, on account of the staff’ of that 
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office. It is estimated that the 
amounts contributed by the memlDers 
of the Outside Service to the Civil 
Service contribution last year is but 
a tenth per cent of the total of 
amounts paid by them into local 
funds for patriotic purposes. 


“Dawson, the metropolis of Yu- 
kon Territory, is in Alberta. That 
is the situation in effect as it is put 
in The Civilian, a magazine pub- 
lished in Ottawa in the interest of 
the Civil Service.” 

The above quotation is from the 
Dawson News. We acknowledge the 
charge. The Civilian “Roll of 
Honour” of July 9th contained the 
names of Antonio Blakie and Jas. 
iMcKinnon as hailing from Dawson, 
“Alberta.” The fact Avas so repre- 
sented to the editors in a list from a 
most authentic source, and it Avas sup- 
posed that there is a place of the 
same name in the great proAunce of 
Alberta. We apologize, and all the 
more contritely because in no place 
is the pride of place stronger than 
in the North country Avhich Robert 
Service has made famous in song and 
story.

MANY SMALL POST OFFICES 
ARE CLOSED. 


Rural mail deliveries in Ontario 
liaA’e resulted in the closing of 1,100 
small post offices in this proAunce in 
the last three years. Parcels post in 
Canada is a success, but the public 
are not taking full adA'antage of it. 
This Avas the principal point made at 
the annual meeting of the Ontario 
Postmasters’ Association, President 
Wm. Hamilton, of Uxbridge, in the 
chair. Secretary H. E. Proctor an- 
nounced that $7,856 had been collect- 
ed for patriotic purposes.

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STAFFS OF DEPT. OF PUBLIC 
PRINTING AND STATIONERY 
HAVE DONE THEIR BIT. 


At the beginning of the war when 
everybody joined hands in order to 
alleviate, if possible, the heavy bur- 
den caused to numerous families, 
whose fathers and sons are gone to 
the front, the employees, men and 
women, of the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery decided to 
do their share in subscribing to the 
Patriotic and Red Cross Funds. 

To that end a committee composed 
of a member of all the different 
branches of the Department met to- 
gether and told the King’s Printer, 
IMr. J. deL. Tache, the object they had 
in view. ’ The latter gave his strong 
approval and. in his name and in the 
name of the Minister of the Depart- 
ment, the Honourable Mr. Coderre, 
answered the deputation that he saw 
with pleasure the employees of the 
Department act so generousH towards 
the families of our defenders. 

At a subsequent meeting, it was de- 
cided to give a day’s pay. Subscrip- 
tion lists were started at once and in 
October. 1914, Messrs. C. R. Hurst, J. 
AV. Garrison and D. McCann, acting 
for the committee, presented to the 
officers of the Patriotic and Red Cross 
Funds over $2,750. 

Answering repeated calls of our 
boys in the trenches for more and 
more machine guns, the employees of 
this Department got busy again and 
this time decided to offer a machine 
gun, with all its equipment. The 
King's Printer gave his consent and 
moreover Avas the first to sign the sub- 
scription list. 

AVediiesday, the 25th instant, a 
delegation composed of the King’s 
Printer and Messrs. Geo. P. A\ ard, H. 
T. Smith. Samuel Cross, W. C. Allan 
and Geo. Ardouin, met the Acting 
Minister of Alilitia and Defence, the 
Hon. Mr. Lougheed; and Mr. Tache, 
in the name of all his employees, both 
men and women, presented to the 


Honourable ^Minister an accepted 
cheque for $1,000.00, the cost of a 
niachine gun. 

Not being satisfied in showing their 
patriotism by giving their money, 22 
of the employees are already at the 
front or are on their Avay ; moreover 
14 more have offered their services 
to man the machine gun, and last but 
not the least 25 of the employees have 
sons at the front. They are not afraid 
to risk their lives in the defence of 
King and country. 


PRINTING BUREAU MANS MA- 
CHINE GUN. 


A committee composed of members 
of the Government Printing Bureau 
at Ottawa liaA'e collected funds from 
members of the Bureau staff and liaA^e 
donated a machine gun to the Gov- 
ernment. Not only are these spirited 
civil servants donating a gun, but 
they liaA’e a squad to man it. The 
volunteers to man the gun are : AY m. 
Doherty, T. AIcCadden, J. A. P. Hay- 
don, Jas. P. Tighe, AYm. A. Dempsey,

VANCOUVER POSTAL CLERKS. 


One Year’s Record of Patriotic Giv- 
ing. 

An enthusiastic co-operator who 
has arisen in the West in response to 
the invitation of the editors for news 
gatherers is Robert Wight, Secretary 
of the Carriers’ Federation, Vancou- 
ver. A contribution just received 
deals with features of patriotic work 
done by the postal folk of the Van- 
couver office and is as follows: 

Enclosed please find the financial 
statement of the Vancouver Post Of- 
fice War Fund, for the period August 
15th, 191-1, to July 31st, 191.5, being 
one year of its operations. 

This fund was started on the 15th 
August, 1914, and does not include 
the Post Office Inspector’s Office, 
Dead Letter Office, or the Railway 
Mail Service, who, I believe, have a 
fund of their own, or contribute to 
other existing funds. 

Owing to the unprecedented state 
of affairs of the labour market, etc., 
at the outbreak of hostilities, various 
calls for relief were from time to time 
made on the public, and naturally the 
Post Office employees. 


The Post Office War Fund has not 
been confined altogether to the fur- 
therance of matters incidental to a 
speedy termination of the war, but 
has taken into consideration the needs 
of some of the community affected by 
that state of existence as well. 

The first men to leave our office, 
naturally, were British Army reserv- 
ists, and as no provision was made at 
that time by the Department to pro- 
vide for their dependents, and believ- 
ing same would ultimately be ar- 
ranged, we started to loan various 
sums according to their needs, until 
such time as the Department were 
gracious enough to grant them their 
full salary allowances, and then devi- 
ate our fund to other purposes. 

Our first mouth’s subscription was 
fifty cents, then increased to one dol- 
lar per month, and in June was in- 
creased to two dollars per month 
where it now remains. 

The committee in charge of this 
fund are John Barber Alarshallsay 
and David McCullough, of the Clerks’ 
Departments, and Louis Carter Carl 
and Robert Wight, President and Sec- 
retary respectively of Branch No. 12, 
F.A.L.C., with Postmaster Robert G. 
Macpherson, Harold Hargreaves act- 
ing as Treasurer.

THE C. S. ASSOCIATION OF OT- 
TAV7A. 


Regular meetings of the Executive 
were resumed on Sept. 7th, one special 
meeting having been held during the 
summer recess, on July 17th. 

The Women’s Branch, having 
found on the completion of their cam- 
paign for beds for the Cliveden Hos- 
pital, that these had been over- 
subscribed. have turned the money 
over to the Red Cro.ss for the pur- 
chase of a motor ambulance. 

The question of starting a subscrip- 
tion for the purchase of machine guns 
was referred to a special suh-commit- 
tee. They reported adversely for the 
reasons announced by the ^lilitia De- 
partment that sufficient funds had 
already been received for all the ma- 
chine guns which could be procured. 

The Executive has taken this stand 
with regard to the Provincial War 
Tax on Civil Service incomes. It has 
always been maintained by Dominion 
civil servants that such a tax imposed 
by a province or under its authority 
is unconstitutional. The latest jiidg- 
ment in the IMorson case upholds this 
contention. Nevertheless, this being 
called a ^'War Tax,” the Executive 
deems it inadvisable to suggest that 
payment be refused ; hut payment 
should be made only under protest 
that the tax is unconstitutional. The 
Executive has instructed the officers 
to file a formal protest along these 
lines. 

A special sub-committee was ap- 
pointed at the regular meeting to con- 
sider a further contribution to the 
Patriotic or other fund. This* com- 
mittee will report at the next meet- 
ing. Considering that it is almost a 
year since the Inside Service made 
their contribution of one day’s pay 
and that an early appeal is to he made 
for further contribptions, it is con- 
.sidered an opportune time to con- 
.sider this matter. Civil servants 
would do M’ell to get in touch with 
their representatives and advisory 


boards so that when the matter is 
taken up by the Executive there may 
be no delay in coming to a conclu- 
sion. 


“THE BOOKMAN” REVIEWS 
THE CIVILIAN. 


“The Bookman.” writing in the 
Winnipeg Free Press under the cap- 
tion “A Reader’s Notes,” comments 
upon The Civilian in the following 
manner : 

'^The Civilian, now in its eighth 
volume, is the organ of the Civil 
Service of Canada. It is a fort- 
nightly sold at five cents the copy, 
as the Philadelphia *Post’ would 
say. and at one dollar a year. The 
editorial management is gratuitous, 
the contributors are civil servants, 
and the magazine is devoted to the 
higher interests of the whole Ser- 
vice, notably to etforts for wrest- 
ing it from party patronage. In 
the issue before me, dated Aug. 20, 
Sir Robert Borden is quoted from 
a Halifax platform — whether be- 
fore his party came into power, or 
since, we are not told — but the 
words are his words, and the type 
is the type of emphasis. ’ ’ 

Here follows the Civil Service 
plank in the Halifax platform, and 
the comment continues : 

“Let us hope that the editors and 
their associates will keep at it un- 
til the patronage system is gone 
forever. From The Civilian I 
learn that the Civil Service has con- 
tributed largely in men and money 
and Avork to the war. Among the 
contributions is an excellent poem 
in reply to the Prussian Hymn of 
Hate. This lyrical answer to the 
Prussian Hate Song would not suit 
a church service, but it is rattling 
good verse. The signature is ‘Jack 
Cadden.’ ” 

The article then quotes in full Jack 
Cadden ’s “English Hymn of Hate,” 
published in the issue of August 20th, 
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and readers of this journal will ap- 
preciate the compliment to the poet 
of the AYestern Kailway ]\Iail Ser- 
vice. 


KITH AND KIN. 

Pte. George Lawrence Holmden, 
who it was announced in a recent 
casualty list was killed in action on 
August 19, is the youngest of seven 
sons of Mr. H. R. Holmden, clerk in 
charge of the map division of the 
Archives. 

Pte. Lolmden was born in the city 
of iMontrea! twenty years ago. He 
was educated in the schools of Ottawa, 
and in August. 1912. went to Gren- 
fell, Saskatchewan, to engage in farm- 
ing. He enlisted with the 16th Light 
Horse and underwent training at Yal- 
eartier with the First Canadian Con- 
tingent. AVhile there he was drafted, 
together with the other members of 
his company, to the 5th Battalion. 

His father received a letter front 
him. written on the 14th of August, 
just five days before he met his death. 
The letter for the most part contained 
news of interest to the family only, 
l)ut one passage which seems almost to 
point to a premonition on the part of 
Pte. Holmden as to his fate, read as 
follows: '‘No news is good news, and 
even bad news of ordinary times is 
not to be looked upon as bad news 
now. and why should there be any 
bad news? Even bad news of me 
ought to be looked upon as news to 
be proud of, to l)e honored, to remem- 
ber and be reverently pleased with. 
I will have at least done some good 
in my life, good that will last. iNIany, 
many men have gone before me, men 
who deserve the fruits and blessings 
of this world far more -than yours 
truly. ’ ’ 

Three other sons of i\lr. Holmden 
are serving the Empire : Capt. Stew- 
art. of the 51st Battalion ; Eric, quar- 
termaster and sergeant, C.O.C., Nia- 
gara Camp, and K. H., a lieutenant in 
the G.G.F.G., who is awaiting an ap- 


pointment to overseas service. An- 
other son has been talking seriously 
of enlisting. 

Dr. Norman Gilmour, son of the 
collector of customs at Brockville, has 
taken a commission in the Royal 
Army iMedical Corps.

THE NOVICE WINS AGAINST 
THE EXPERT. 


It can easily be granted that Roscoe 
Drumheller, of Walla Walla, appoint- 
ed iMonday as collector of customs for 
the Port of Seattle, will be as equal 
to his duties as any of the other poli- 
ticians who were aspirants for the 
place. It is no reflection on Drum- 
heller, the individual, to say he should 
not have been appointed. It is a re- 
flection solely on the method of ap- 
pointments that now prevails. Merit 
does not have the consideration it 
should have, and political pull, influ- 
ence and cunning are now the con- 
trolling forces which make for ap- 
pointments in many important of- 
fices. The same is true in the Post Of- 
fice as in the Customs Department, in 
the Internal Revenue Department, in 
the Land Office, etc. The Federal 
Government maintains a Civil Service 
system except for the heads of the 
department. To get a job as mail 
clerk one must pass an examination, 
and promotions then follow with con- 
tinued service. But promotion to the 
office of postmaster or collector of 
customs never comes. At this point, 
politics enters. The man who has 
been in the post office work for 25 
years or more can’t hope to be pro- 
moted to postmaster unless he has 
political influence. The same is true 
in other offices. There are men in the 
Customs Department in Seattle and 
in other port cities of this state who 
know more about the customs service

The appointment of delegates to the 
Civil Service Federation, which Avill 
convene just previous to Parliament 
assembling, is another matter which 
will be discussed at the annual meet- 
ing.

NOTES FROM THE MARITIME 
PROVINCES. 


The Sydney Post says: With the 
Avhole of the fifty individual members 
of his crew remarking upon the sul- 
triness of the AA-eather in Sydney AAdien 
the citizens felt like Avearing overcoats 
OAA'ing to the chilliness of the air. Cap- 
tain Read, of the Government steamer 
Minto, arrived in port from Hudson 
Straits after a round trip of exactly 
three AA’eeks. The steamer left here on 
Sunday, 8th August, and since that 
time, Avhen she Avas loaded pretty Avell 
doAA'n AA'ith provisions and other stores 
for the various Government stations, 
she has called at eight or nine stations 
in the far north. One of the officers 
of the steamer remarked that during 
their trip, AA'hich Avas attended Avith 
A'ery fine Aveather on the outAvard run, 
besides discharging stores, they have 


lighted up quite a feAv of the lights 
that Avere erected last year to give 
bearings to AAdialers and other vessels 
trading in the icy regions of the north. 
Some of these lights once they are in 
Avill burn for from six to* nine months. 
Others AA'ill be extinguished by the last 
Government vessel to come doAA'ii be- 
fore the ice packs into the strait. In 
this case it AA'ill be the scliooner Bur- 
ley. The Minto toAA'ed the schooner 
Burley to Menzall Island Avhere she 
herself touched besides the other sta- 
tions such as Coates Island, Whale 
Island, Big Island, Button Island, 
Nottingham, Digs Island, Wikeham 
Bay. The AA'eather although very cold 
up there Avas not at all stormy and 
fine Aveather Avas experienced during 
the Avhole time except for a feAv hours 
on the run back to Sydney. Some of 
the sailors AA'ho had made the trip for 
the first time had some amusing 
stories to tell of their experiences AA'ith 
the Eskimos. They had not had any 
experiences of any particular interest 
to relate, hoAvever, and said that the 
voyage, beyond being someAA'hat of a 
novelty to them, Avas very uneventful.
